Anthropology in Our Society 
Theme of Tallc by Dr. Voget 



The opinion that Anthropology 
m.-ikes a dcfinftc contribution to the 
solution of society's problems waj 
expressed by Dr. F. Voget of the 
Department of Sociology - and 
Anthropological Society. 

Speaking on the topic: "The util- 
ity of Anthropology in Contempor- 
ary Society," Dr. Voget divided the 
whole field Into two sections; Phys- 
ical and Cultural Anthropology. He 
then went on to discuss each sec- 
tion. 

In the field of physical anthropol- 
ogy we learn j^thât>|^n^raçe' can be 
pure, and theréforè there is no such 
thing .IS hereditary race superiority. 
This deprives racists of their car- 
dinal argument. 

Cultural anthropology, which is 
the study of cultural development, 
shows us th.it other societies have 
evolved their own solutions to 
social problems which are univer- 
sal. When we study these solutions, 
we realize that our own set of 
social values is not an absolu'.e 
scale, and instead of ridiculing the 
other fellow, we take a sympathetic 
view of his problem and culture. 

These attitudes bring a fuller un- 
derstanding of other groups and of 
our own society, and improve inter- 
society relationships. They qan aljo 
be used to improve intra-society re- 
lations. Or. Voget cited the fact 
that, during the recent war, the 
United States Army employed over 
one hundred anthropologists to 
solve the problems created by the 
close proximity of different racial 
groups within the military frame- 
work. 

The meeting, which was held In 
Room 43 of the Arts Building, was 



the second of the term. It was 
chaired by Frank Vallee, President 
of the Society. Vice-President Don 
Currie thanked the speaker.

500 EngHsh 
Books Tom' 
Canada Soon 

Preliminary arrangements art 
now being made for the exhibition 
among the universities of Canada, 
of some 500 books, printed in Eng- 
land, for graduate and undergrad- 
uate reading announced Miss Rut!) 
A. Atkinson, Director of Book Exhi.~ 
bitions for the British Council here 
yesterday. 

Miss Atkinson said that she wl'tl 
send three exhibitions oiit, each tc 
cover a different section of C:in. 
ada. The Tour will begin about 
mid-January and end in mid-April, 
and will probably be at McGlll 
at the end of March or beginning 
of April. 

In addition each exhibition will 
be split into 2 parts, one section 
showing those books which fall 
under the broad classification of 
Science including medicine and the 
other section to cover the human- 
ities. These two sections will bf 
exhibited consecutively on the ad- 
vice of Dr.'janiies J. Talman, Lib- 
rarian of Western University and 
Chairman of the Canadian Library 
Association, Research Library sec- 
tion who thought that 300 diffcre'it 
books would take up too n:uch 
•space in the smaller Universities 
and that students interested in one 
classification would not be Inter- 
ested in books of the other. 

Books in the Science category 
will Include Pure Science, Biology 
Botany, Geography, Engineering, 
Electrical Engineering, Agriculture, 
Forestry and Medicine. Those of 
the humanities will include Law, 
History, Classics and the Ancient 
world, English, Modern languages 
Politics, Philosophy and Diction- 
aries. 

Many of the books to-be exhibited 
are books used In courses given In 
Canadian Universities and Miss 
Atkinson said that she believed' that 
the recent devaluation of the pound 
would allow British books to com- 
pete favourably with those publish- 
ed In the U.S. and Canada. 

As far as she knows Miss Atkin- 
son said that there is no duty or 
Tariff on books coming into Canada 
and that the 8% Federal Tax is not 
Imposed on books for University 
students. 

Miss Atkinson also said that Brit- 
ain was ready to deliver the goods. 
Shipments take something like S 
weeks to 2 months with some delay 
for customs Inspection. Book paper 
unlike newsprint Is no longer on 
ration in Great Britain although 
there is still a. shortage of compo- 
sitors, binders' and cotton for bind-

Ail funds J^rOZen Not Debatable 



" It was announced last night that 
all Dawson College Students' Coun- 
cil funds have been -frozen until 
further notice. 

•■ The announcement was made in 
a letter, which was sent to the 
editor of The Dawson Weekly by 
Robert M. Taylor, President of the 
Dawson College Students' Society. 
The letter-read as follows: 

"I was forced today to order that 
all club budgets and expenditureji 
of • the Dawson College Students' 
Council be frozen until further 
notice. This action was necessitated 
by. the fast-deteriorating financial 
status of the Students* Society. 

"The anticipated notice re the 
future of Dawson College is not 
forthcoming until sometime in the 
late winter. Therefore, McGill has 
found it necessary to deduct two 
dollars per student from universal 
fees, and also to appropriate' the 
profits realized by the Dawson can- 
teen and snack-bar. The Dawson 
College Students' Society is tem- 
porarily in the red. I might recall 
the fact that Dawson'.s deficit as at 
June 30, 1849,^ was,.>2,481.61, apd 



universal fees and snack<bar pro- 
fits were made by the predecessors 
of the present Students' Council. As 
yet, we have been unable to find 
a - satisfactory-' solution to :thf 
financial problem. The most ap- 
parent means of overcoming our 
present insolvency Is to decrease 
the number of shows, at which we 
arc at present sustaining 'a loss ol 
IS dollars per show, and/or to sell 
the' 3S-mm. projectors affair m'ar- 
ket price and revert to 16-mm. film.'; 
in the future. Since such a salu 
would be of great interest to the 
Students' Society, a general meet- 
ing has been called for Tuesday, 
November 22nd, in Tl.- The officia! 
notice will appear elsewhere in 
your issue. For any action to be 
taken in this matter, we must have 
an attendance of 300 studentj. 
Otherwise, the Council will bi> 
forced to proceed as It sees fit. 

"A complete review of the 
finances of the Dawson College Stu- 
dents' Society will be presented. 
But in the meantime, any construc- 
tive suggestions from the student 
body will be greatly appreciated by 
thel^Studenti^lCowieiU^^^

Later, 
about 25 per cent of those who had 
been students^were sent to forced 
labour camps," he said. 

Ttie Communists immediately took 
over 'the universities and their com- 
missars were put in charge to decide 
which professors and students were 
to remain and which were to go, hd 
said. This was in spite of the fact 
that before this all professors had 
been appointed for life and could 
not be deposed except by a. disci- 
plinary committee composed of 
their peers," he emphasized. 



The Model Parliament scheduled 
for next Thursday night in the 
Union Ballroom has been cancelled 
becausc-the-wording -of- the C.C.F^ 
bill slated for attention would pre- 
clude any debate and would result 
In' general agreement.

guaranteeing loiig term low in- 
terest loans."

(BDiics of ficcilom in one's own coiinlry. One of 
those ways is to siiout about tlicm until we get 
red ill the fncc and to urge repressive laws, pris- 
on terms and concentration camps. In doing so, 
wc mii^lil be starting down n road at the end of 
wliicii we could vciy well lose tlie freedom we 
arc trying to protect. 

, The other way is to prorlaim our failli in our 
free institutions and to proclaim that faith by 
making tlio.-e free in:^titntii)n< work to tiic ad- 
vanlMfie of the great majority of the coininiinity; 
to proclaim our faith in the brolhcrhood of man 
not just in wnrdï, Ijiil by treating our fellow 
iiliz'jn? like inothers; and to proclaim our faith 
:ln-"gocial jtistice not just by talking abotit it but 
by working to eradicate injustice and exploita- 
tion I'.nd oiiprcjsion wlicrcvcr they may be found. 

, We should adopt stern measures, very stern 
measures against those who arc proven traitors, 
those who commit overt acts which amount to in- 
fractions of our penal code. Under our system, 
however, every man is innocent until he is prov- 
fen guilty and we must be careful not to turn 
.jproeecution into persecution because if we do 
^Vwill be very apt to lose the freedona we are 
trying to save. 



Certain Communitt leaders in other countries 
have said or implied that it is the duty of all 
Communists to ally themselves with the Soviet 
Union in tlic event of another war. In our coun- 
try, that is or would be treasonable conduct. To 
deal with sueh conduct we already have laws 
with plenty of teeth in them*. I do not like the 
kind of laws that arc put in the statute books 
and then forgotten. That is not the way to 
miiintain re?pcct for (he law in a free country. 

The real truth is that the Communists are not 
going to be able to do much damage so long as 
we help to kecj) the world at peace. Their op- 
portunity would come if we had to have another 
war. • 

Within otir own country, I am convinced that 
the main defence against Communism is the 
maintenance of freedom and the provision of 
social security and enlarged opportunities for 
the mass of ordinary people. 

So long as wc arc frecito elect our own Parli- 
aments and to choose our own governments; so 
long Hs we arc free to express our own ideas 
and to advocate such political and social chang- 
es as can be made peacefully; just so long will 
we be masters of our own destiny.

Canadian Artists 



Today In many studios across 
Canada Canadian artists are cre- 
ating objects of incomparable 
beauty. Probably many of them are 
at this moment roaming the coun- 
try-side, pallet in hand, capturing 
the unique beauty of the Canadian 
outdoors. At the Secretariat of the 
Les Amis de l'Art some of their 
works arc on display, this week. 

Maurice Lcbci, who uses. a stroke 
somcwhat similar to the' school of 
the iiiustrious Van Gogh, is repre- 
sented by eleven oil paintings one 
of, which is 'Tulips and Lilacs." On 
seeing it, one can almost smell the 
fragrance and is tempted to pluck 
the flowers from their vase. His 
other contributions accent the Cana 
dian theme for they convey typical 
scenes from across the Dominion 
"Bale Des Ha Ha" is a pensive 
landscape study containing both 
sky, sea and land. However it rec 
ords more of the painter's mood 
than that of the scene Itself. The 
landscape, although dull' is real, 
and the sky seems to be laughing 
rather than the bay. Nevertheless 
the mood is really there. 

In his works one can see his paS' 
sionate love of the Canadian coun- 
tryside, for his landscapes hold one 
transfixed by their reality. In many 
of them we can almost predict the 
time of day at which the work was 
painted. In his "Sous Bois" .ne 
lighted foliage reveals a mid-attei 
noon setting. Maurice Lebel has 
apparently a great love for the sea 
for he paints quaint Maritime har 
hours, spotted with fishing veiseis 
His sea-going fancy interpretations 
are by no means the conventional 
harbour scenes of the past. They 
arc more modern, indeed, often Im 
prestionistic, and sometimes too 
colourful as "Marine Bonadventure.' 
In his forest and land scenes he is 
magnificent; the lack of balance 
from the point of view of colour 



is adequately made up for by his 
excellent lighting which gives the 
work a realistic feeling of endur- 
ance. 

Gerard Morrisset seems to be try- 
ing a series of artistic experiments, 
sketching in pen on a variety of 
subjects. Particularly outstanding 
is his "Lc Peuplier Ployant" which 
possesses the strength of movement 
and balance for colour. His blue 
and yellow ones blend to give a 
feeling of motion. In "La Tempête 
De Neiges," a pen etching, he con- 
veys by means of shading the fe- 
rocity of the elements. 

Stanley Cosgrove is undoubtedly 
the impressionist; his "Wood In 
terlor." a scene in a forest is done 
in the most exquisite shades of 
brown, and his "Still life with 
fruits" is typical of the new trend 
in painting. 

Robin Watt k outstanding In his 
portrait of "Mrs. H. M." Yates" 
which is artistic In stroke and photo- 
graphic in accuracy, (an excellent 
combination of blues.) 

The exhibition is splendidly 
rounded out by "Ste. Lucy de 
Doncaster," a comer of. a Quebec 
Village Street, and "The Danseuses" 
by Gentile Tondino, a work re 
sembling the "Dancers" of Degat, 
but unique in form and colouring.

Glass Splendor 

By MIMI DURÂNCEAU 



One of the most fragile yet colour- 
ful collections possessed by IVIcGIU 
Is the Syrio-Roman glass donated 
very recently by Mr. SydneJ Spcr« 
ber, located in the Museum of 
Divinity Hail. Mr. Sperber, an 
affable young man In his early 
thirties, has been interested in col- 
lecting ever since he can remember. 
He is particularly proud of his 
Roman glass, but rather than derive 
a scllith enjoyment from it, he 
prefers to put his items where they 
can be appreciated by others. The 
pieces on display at Divinity Hall, 
which represent varloua collections, 
were obtained through the numer- 
ous dealers ^^4lom he visita ht' 
quently. I^e antiquity of the ar< 
tides call to mind the splendor and 
colour of some of history's earliest 
civilizations, but Mr. Sperber- de- 
plored the fact that In'^tlie^giass 
cases one cannot really see the 
shimmering beauty of their myriad 
of colours, v , 

Mr. Sperber is alao a painter, but 
he devotes more time to collecting 
than he does to;:palntlng. He gain- 
ed a deep knowledge of all the 
phases of art by spending many 
hours in various museums, for he 
has travelled quite extensively. The 
objects on display are priceless, but 
they form only a small part of his 
total collections. He has a Persian 
collection from the eleventh, 
twelfth, and thirteenth centuries, 
and also pottery, tiles and bronzes 
of Persian, Greek, Etruscan and 
Roman periods. Some pieces of the 
TApg collection, dating from about 
the eth century, are on display at 
the Art Museum, and Toronto also 
possesses some of bis Items. In ad- 
dition to the ' glass. Itself, , he hu 
also given to MeGiil two flne 
volumes on the history of glass. He 
said that he plans to donate more 
to McGill as his collections grow. 
Origins of Glass 

In the case in which thé items 
are exhibited at Divinity Hall, there 
are excellent descriptions of the 
origin of glass In the various coun- 
tries, and of tht ui'es to which thi 



articles on display were once put. 
The legend about the Phoenician 
glass, for example, Ls that thousands 
of years ago a group of sailors were 
shipwrecked off the coast of Mount 
Carmcl, and they had to use chunks 
of saltpeter (soda) from their cargo 
to support their cooking vessels. 
The result was the first Phoenician 
glass, a brittle shiny substance re- 
sulting from the fusion of beach 
sand and soda. 

The Syrian and Roman glass 
shown dates from the first century 

A. D., the Augustan age of the 
Roman occupation. It is especially 
beautiful in both colour and work 
manshlp. 

For instance, one of the loveliest 
articles is a small flagon resembling 
a blue vase. This was used by cake 
and candy makers as early as 1440 

B. C. The odd design is known as a 
'dragged pattern', as during the 
making hot threads and rods of 
glass were wound around the ves- 
sel and dragged up and down on a 
metal point There is also a tiny 
fragile bottle which may have once 
served as a perfume vial. Its sur- 
face looks like mother-of-pearl, and 
a thousand colours are reflected 
from its shiny sides. 

•y.^4i^V Age Brings Beauty 
Indêed,''àU the pieces are io richly 
coloured that 'll Is difficult to be 
lleve that they have lain burkd.for 
so many, hundreds of yéin;'but;thàt 
is tiic very, reason why. they do 
contain so many Kites.' The otijects 
must be In the soil at least four 
hundred years in order to conie in 
conlSct with -all the metallic com- 
pounds, which give them their 
basic colours. The copper and co 
bait produce blue tones, the man 
ganese, violet, and the iron, yellow 
ones. The brilliant irridesccnce is 
due to the separation of the sur- 
face into layers, each layer rèdect- 
Ing the light, as from a prism. If 
the glass comes in contact with 
moist earth, however, a whitish 
oxidized layer Is formed, and only 
when this Is removed does the irrl-
